These  Accounts  are  fully  explained  in  tables  appended,  and  will 
be  presented  to  each  Member  of  the  Council  in  the  published  Report. 

The  frequent  visits  made  by  Members  of  the  Committee  over  the 
whole  of  the  establishment,  and  their  reports  thereon,  speak  of  its 
cleanliness,  good  order,  and  comfort  of  the  patients  on  eveiy  occasion. 

Most  of  the  galleries  are  now  furnished  with  drapery  to  the 
windows,  and  some  of  the  sitting-rooms  have  been  papered ;  the 
walls  are  ornamented  with  pictures  and  busts,  and  each  gallery  is 
provided  with  musical  instruments  or  other  means  of  amusement. 

The  library,  newspapers,  and  periodicals  continue  to  be  a  source 
of  occupation  and  amusement ;  two  sets  of  periodicals  and  news¬ 
papers  are  circulated  through  the  wards,  and  each  patient  capable 
of  taking  care  of  a  book  is  furnished  with  a  volume  from  the  library. 
Amongst  other  means  of  amusement  provided  in  the  year  has  been 
a  grand  piano-forte  by  subscription  of  friends  to  the  Institution,  at 
a  cost  of  135  guineas,  and  presented  to  the  Asylum  for  the  amuse¬ 
ment  of  the  patients.  During  the  winter  season  the  weekly  ball  and 
concert  has  been  held,  and  is  the  chief  attraction.  In  the  summer 
months  a  pic-nic  party  of  about  150  patients,  exclusive  of  attend¬ 
ants,  went  to  Sandwell  Park,  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth  ;  this,  with  visits  to  the  Botanic 
Gardens  and  other  places  of  amusement  in  the  town,  or  walks  into 


the  country,  and  monthly  lectures  in  the  recreation  hall  by  various 
gentlemen  of  Birmingham,  so  filled  up  the  time,  that  scarce  a  week 
in  the  year  passed  without  affording  some  extra  amusement  for  the 
patients. 

Many  improvements  have  taken  place  in  the  Asylum  during  the 
past  year.  The  breakfast  diet  of  the  male  patients  has  been  altered 
from  gruel  and  bread  to  coffee  with  bread  and  butter ;  an  extra  and 
superior  suit  of  clothes  has  been  provided  for  Sunday  wear  and 


holiday  occasions.  The  lath  bedsteads  (so  hard  and  objectionable) 
are  now  supplied  with  palliasses  (made  in  the  house).  The  divisional 
walls  of  some  of  the  airing  courts  have  been  taken  down,  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy ;  and  much  work  of  an 
important  and  improving  character  has  been  accomplished,  while 
the  charge  per  week  for  the  patients  belonging  to  Birmingham,  for 
the  last  nine  months  of  the  year,  has  been  9s.  instead  of  9s.  6d. 

The  accounts  and  various  books  of  the  establishment  have  been 
regularly  audited,  and  everything  found  correct  and  satisfactory. 

The  health  of  the  patients  has  again  been  good,  and  the  estab¬ 
lishment  blessed  with  a  freedom  from  any  epidemic  disease. 

The  happy,  cheerful,  and  quiet  appearance  of  the  patients,  and 
all  around  them,  give  to  the  Asylum  an  air  more  of  a  home  for  the 
afflicted,  than  a  place  of  confinement  for  the  unfortunate;  this  is  to 
be  attributed  to  the  excellent  management  and  indomitable  per¬ 
severance  of  the  superior  officers  and  kind  attendants  of  the 
establishment. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  well  has  been  abundant  and  of 
good  quality,  while  the  ventilation,  warming,  and  drainage  of  the 
establishment  has  been  all  that  could  be  required. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  consumed  in  the  establishment  has  been 
slaughtered  at  the  farm,  and  the  quality  throughout  the  year  has 
been  good. 

The  grounds  produce  the  whole  of  the  vegetables  for  the  house, 
and  roots  for  the  cattle.  The  farm  transactions  for  the  year  have 
been  satisfactory,  and  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  appended  tables. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  invite  Members  of  the  Council  to 
inspect  the  establishment,  being  confident  they  will  be  gratified  by 
their  visit.

BIRMINGHAM  BOROUGH  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 
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THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to  lay  before  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  his  Sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  condition 
and  management  of  the  Asylum. 

Pie  has  the  satisfaction  to  state  that  the  general  health  of  the 
establishment  has  been  good  throughout  the  year,  there  having  been 
no  preventable  disease,  none  of  an  epidemic,  endemic,  or  contagious 
character. 

The  usual  statistical  Tables  are  appended.  For  the  most  part 
they  speak  for  themselves,  but  it  may  be  well  to  direct  special  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  few  of  the  most  important  points. 

During  the  year,  126  patients  have  been  admitted,  of  whom  78 
were  males  and  48  females  ;  which  together  with  the  285  left  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  year,  make  a  total  of  411  who  have  been  under 
treatment.  Of  this  number,  57 — being  45  per  cent,  upon  the  ad¬ 
missions — have  been  discharged  cured,  and  11  others  so  far  improved 
as  to  be  fit  for  restoration  to  their  homes.  Thirty-three  of  the 
admissions  were  private  patients,  all  of  whom  were  males,  a  circum¬ 
stance  which  will  be  again  adverted  to  in  a  future  part  of  the  report. 

On  looking  over  the  Recovery  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  44  of  the 
57  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Asylum  within  three  months  from 
the  commencement  of  the  attack — 18  within  a  week.  Phis  is  a 
very  significant  fact  in  reference  to  the  propriety  of  early  removal  to 
an  asylum.  The  same  thing  is  still  more  clearly  exhibited  in  the 
following  Pable,  which  comprises  all  the  cases  admitted  into  the 
asylum  since  its  opening,  which,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  were 
not  of  more  than  a  week,  a  month,  and  three  months,  in  duration 
at  the  time  of  their  admission,  and  it  also  shows  at  a  glance  the 
results  of  treatment  begun  within  each  of  those  three  periods.

Nothing  can  show  in  a  more  striking  light  than  this  the  differ¬ 
ent  results  of  treatment  begun  at  different  stages  of  the  disorder.  It 
bears  out  most  fully  the  statement  often  made,  that  the  treatment  of 
insanity  to  be  successful  must  be  begun  early ;  that  the  loss  of  a 
day  even  will,  in  some  cases,  involve  the  loss  of  the  patient,  or  what 
is  worse,  the  entire  destruction  of  his  reason.  How  important  then 
is  it  that  there  should  be  no  delay  in  removal  to  an  asylum,  and 
that  the  practice  of  sending  patients  to  the  workhouse  in  the  first 
instance,  which  is  still  persisted  in,  though  certainly  to  a  less  extent, 
should  be  altogether  done  away  with. 

The  mortality  during  the  year  has  again  been  low  :  the  number 
of  deaths  was  31,  being  an  excess  of  three  only  over  those  of  the 
previous  year,  which  was  the  lowest  since  the  asylum  opened.  An 
analysis  of  the  obituary  table,  as  regards  the  causes  of  death,  shows 
that  in  11  cases  death  was  ascertained  to  have  arisen  from  disease  of 
the  brain  alone ;  in  five  from  a  combination  of  cerebral  with  thoracic 
disease ;  in  one  from  ulceration  of  the  small  intestines  ;  in  one  from 
ruptured  heart,  the  consequence  of  fatty  degeneration  of  its  muscu¬ 
lar  structure  ;  in  one,  an  aged  woman,  from  pneumonia ;  and  in  one 
from  syncope,  in  which  case,  that  of  an  epileptic,  no  organic  lesion 
could  be  found.  In  the  eleven  remaining  cases  no  post-mortem 
examination  was  made  ;  three  of  these  died  from  paralysis ;  five 
from  consumption ;  one  from  dropsy ;  one  from  exhaustion,  partly 
the  consequence  of  long-continued  abstinence  from  solid  food ;  and 
one,  a  very  old  woman,  from  gangrene  of  the  upper  extremities. 
Tour  were  above  60  years  of  age,  three  others  above  70,  and  one 
exceeded  80. 
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In  three  cases  of  sudden  death  inquests  were  held,  and  in  each 
instance  a  verdict  was  returned  of  “  Died  by  the  visitation  of  God.” 
One  of  these  was  the  young  woman,  an  epileptic,  who  died  from 
syncope ;  another,  the  man,  an  old  chronic  lunatic,  who  died  from 
rupture  of  the  heart ;  and  the  third,  whose  death  was  almost  instan¬ 
taneous,  died  from  extensive  softening  at  the  base  of  the  brain.  In 
this  case  no  symptom  of  organic  disease  had  occurred,  save  a 
transient  numbness  of  one  arm  some  six  months  before.  He  was 
well,  apparently,  both  in  body  and  mind,  had  long  been  fully  em¬ 
ployed  at  his  trade  of  a  carpenter,  and  would  speedily  have  been 
discharged. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  the  corridors 
and  day-rooms  with  additional  articles  of  furniture,  both  of  a  useful 
and  ornamental  character,  so  as  to  make  them  resemble,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  the  rooms  of  an  ordinary  dwelling-house,  an  object  which 
is  now  the  aim  of  the  best-conducted  asylums  throughout  the 
kingdom. 

The  removal  of  the  division  walls  between  the  airing  courts,  as 
suggested  by  two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  so  as  to  throw 
two  courts  into  one,  has  proved  to  be  a  great  improvement,  especially 
to  the  courts  in  front.  When  properly  laid  out  they  will  be  much 
more  cheerful,  more  commodious  for  exercise,  and  will  also  improve 
the  external  aspect  of  the  building. 

The  employment  and  recreation  of  the  patients  have  not  been 
lost  sight  of.  As  regards  the  latter,  ample  means  of  amusement 
have  been  placed  within  their  reach.  The  Monday  Evening  Concerts 
have  been  kept  up  with  all  their  accustomed  spirit  and  enjoyment ; 
in  addition  to  which,  the  magic  lantern  with  dissolving  views,  and 
other  entertainments,  have  helped  to  enliven  the  tedium  of  the  long- 
winter  evenings ;  whilst  in  the  summer  months  excursions  into  the 
country  were  frequent.  On  one  occasion,  by  the  kind  permission 
of  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  150  patients  spent  the  day  in  Sandwell 
Park.  On  another,  Mr.  Tonks  generously  allowed  thirty  to  attend 
a  concert  given  under  his  auspices  at  the  Music  Hall,  and  smaller 
parties  visited  the  Botanic  Gardens. 
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Lectures  were  again  resorted  to  in  the  summer,  and  were  attended 
by  upwards  of  100  patients,  who  were  attentive  and  apparently 
interested.  It  would  be  difficult  to  say  to  what  extent  the  subjects 
of  the  lectures  were  understood,  but  that  they  gave  great  satisfaction 
was  evident  by  the  applause  which  always  greeted  the  Lecturer,  both 
during  the  delivery  of  the  lecture  and  at  its  close.  The  Superin¬ 
tendent  feels  himself  much  indebted  to  those  gentlemen  who  in  this 
way  kindly  'seconded  his  efforts  to  occupy  and  improve  the  minds  of 
a  class  of  persons  who  are  in  a  great  measure  shut  out  from  the 
world. 

It  has  been  an  increasing  practice  to  permit  patients  to  pay  short 
visits  to  then’  friends  in  the  town — the  privilege  being  restricted 
pretty  much  to  the  permanent  residents  in  the  House  and  to  the 
convalescents.  To  the  former  it  gives  a  degree  of  contentment  with 
their  position  not  attainable  in  any  other  way,  and  with  the  latter  it 
affords  a  valuable  means  of  testing  the  stability  of  their  progress. 

Allusion  has  before  been  made  to  the  non-reception  of  female 
private  patients.  The  house,  in  fact,  has  been  closed  to  them  since 
August,  1855,  and  great  disappointment  has  been  felt  and  expressed 
by  many  parties  who  have  applied  for  admission.  One  poor  fellow, 
whose  wife  was  lately  refused,  thus  gives  vent  to  his  feelings  in  a 
letter  to  the  medical  superintendent: — “  I  cannot  help  avowing  that 
I  was  greatly  disappointed  at  your  informing  me  you  could  not 
admit  my  poor  wife.  Poor  as  I  am,  willingly  will  I  work  for  her, 
and  pay  what  you  require  of  me.  I  have  not  the  means  to  pay  for 
her  in  a  private  asylum,  nor  have  I  the  same  confidence  in  any 
private  place.  Again,  at  Stafford  (to  which  place  he  had  been 
recommended)  I  could  not  on  account  of  the  expense  go  to  see  her.” 

Nothing  that  could  be  said  would  add  to  the  force  of  such  an 
appeal.  It  is  language  often  used  under  similar  circumstances, 
though  seldom  committed  to  writing.  It  expresses  a  great  want, 
and  fairly  brings  before  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the  question 
whether  some  plan  cannot  be  adopted  in  order  to  keep  some,  if  not 
full,  accommodation  for  this  class  of  patients. 

'there  is  in  Birmingham  a  large  class  of  persons  of  limited  means, 
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but  still  far  above  pauperism.,  who  when  insanity  comes  among  them 
are  not  able  to  meet  the  expenses  of  a  Private  Asylum,  or  can  do  so 
only  by  making  great  and  ruinous  sacrifices.  Besides  they  have  a 
growing  conviction  that  public  institutions  are  far  preferable,  because 
there  no  conflicting  interest  can  possibly  interfere  with  the  patient’s 
recovery. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  who  visited  the  Asylum  in 
August  last,  expressed  themselves  in  favour  of  the  £{  reception  of 
private  patients  of  the  poorer  classes,”  which  they  think  “  desirable 
on  every  ground,  ”  and  add,  that  in  the  course  of  their  visit,  they  had 
“  occasiou  to  think  that  by  judicious  arrangement  this  object  might 
be  attained  to  a  considerable  extent.” 

As  so  great  an  amount  of  good  as  been  effected  in  the  treatment 
of  private  patients,  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  any  obstacle  should 
arise  to  their  continued  reception,  so  far  at  least  as  regards  curable 
cases.

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TO  THE  COMMITTEE  OE  VISITORS  OE  THE  BOROUGH 
OE  BIRMINGHAM  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 

Gentlemen, 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  result  of  my  ministrations 
among  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  continues  to  be  of  a  cheering  and 
satisfactory  nature.  During  the  past  year  the  order  of  services,  &c., 
have  been  the  same  as  in  former  years,  except  that  the  Medical 
Superintendent  has  caused  those  patients  who  are  unable  to  attend 
chapel  to  be  assembled  in  the  galleries  once  a  week,  in  order  to 
receive  from  me  instruction  in  the  truths  and  duties  of  Christianity, 
in  lessons  suited,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  their  particular  cases.  The 
plan,  however,  has  not  been  tried  sufficiently  long  for  me  to  form  at 
present  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  result.  One  circumstance  of  a 
very  encouraging  nature  has  come  more  strikingly  under  my  notice 
during  the  past  year  than  heretofore ;  it  is,  that  many  whose  violence 
and  repulsiveness  at  the  time  of  their  admission,  rendered  it  unplea¬ 
sant  to  come  into  contact  with  them,  have  become  sufficiently  quiet 
and  tractable  to  be  allowed  to  be  present  in  the  chapel,  and  appear 
to  listen  with  an  attentive  demeanour  to  the  instruction  which  I 
endeavour  to  impart  to  them.  Of  course  this  improvement  is  the 
result  of  the  system  of  treatment  so  judiciously  prescribed  and  so 
efficiently  carried  out  in  the  Asylum ;  and  it  is  this  state  of  things 
that  causes  me  to  continue  to  believe  that,  with  God’s  blessing,  my 
endeavours  to  promote  the  religious  and  moral  well-being  of  the 
patients  are  not  in  vain.
